James Knox Paulk was born March I1, 
1850 in Ozark, Dale County, AL, the son of 
Alfred H. and Dortha Sheffield Paulk. He 
married America Graves Oct. 18, 1877 at 
Camp Colorado, TX. She was the daughter 
of Lawrence Decatur and Mary Ann Martin 
Graves. They were parents of Annie, 
Thomas, John, Daniel, Bertha, Joseph, 
Dorothy, Elster (Dick), Zora, William and 
Mary. He was a Texas Ranger, serving in 
Capt. Maltby’s unit. He enlisted in the Civil 
War at the age of 15. When he was 19, he 
went to Texas and served in what was 
known as the Minutemen on the frontier of 
Texas. He lived most of his years at 
Palacios, TX, where his occupation in his 
declining years was that of shoe cobbler. 
James died March 20, 1932 at the age of 82 
yrs and 9 days. He told many stories of his 
days as a Ranger, and the battles in which 
he fought. One being the fight at Adobe 
Walls, TX where 27 men withstood 900 In- 
dians under Quanah Parker, Indian Chief, 
conflicts at the Williams and Hart Ranch 
and numerous minor ones.

Edward still 
remembers, and considers that year as one 
of the happiest times of his life. 

After Charles and Christi died, the fishing 
camp changed hands several times, to Mrs.

My mother, Hilja Maria Lehtonen, was 
born in Loimaa, Finland in 1889 and lived 
there until she was ten years old with her 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. Charles Lehtonen and 
older sister, Fanny. Grandpa Lehtonen had 
heard of the big opportunities in America, 
so he left his wife and children to seek his 
fortune here. His ship docked near 
Neguanee, MI and he, for a while, worked 
in the coal mines near there and, later, had 
a small store, trying to make enough to send 
for Grandma and Mama and Aunt Fanny. 

An incident I remember my Mama telling 
me was: It was nearing Christmas and a 
salesman came in Grandpa's store and tald 
him he was sailing back to Finland in a few 
days. Now he was a perfect stranger to 
Grandpa, but he asked the salesman if he 
was going anywhere near Loimaa and he 
said why yes he was. So Grandpa asked him 
would he take a beautiful gold necklace with 
a ruby pendant to his wife for Christmas. 
And of all things, the salesman delivered the 
package to Grandma and ! have this 
necklace now, left to me by Grandma (could 
that happen today?}. 

This in the late 1800s, Grandpa was born 
in 1857 and Grandma in 1851. I'm not sure 
just when Grandpa sent for Grandma and 
the girls, but they lived in Michigan for 
severa] years before coming South. Grand- 
pa read some ads in the Michigan 
newspapers about the wonderful country 
down South and how you could grow crops 
year around. So, I understand that he 
homesteaded property in Pecan, MS and 
they left Michigan and took a train and land- 
ed at the railroad station near Pecan, which 
is a smal] Finnish community not far from 
Kreole. There was nothing in sight but trees, 
weeds and broom sage, but the station 
master took them to their new land by horse 
and buggy and, with the help of a few 
neighbors, Grandpa started building their 
home. ] remember it well. The kitchen was 
in the back yard with a covered walkway to 
the house, also an out house way back. In 
those days - maybe a custom of Finland - you 
didn't cook where you lived and slept. 
Grandpa’s garden flourished and he brought 
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his vegetables in the horse and wagon to 
Pascagoula to be sold. 

Later, as young ladies, my Mama and 
Aunt Fanny went to work in Pascagoula at 
Hughes Mercantile store. They had millinery 
and dress goods, but also farm tools and 
other items like a department store. This is 

.where my mother met Captain Josiah 
Christian Peterson and they were married 
Oct. 14, 1909. And Aunt Fanny met Herman 
H. Colle, whom she wed June 15, 1908. Both 
couples married in the Lutheran Church in 
Scranton. 

After my father’s tragic death at sea (his 
ship’s being lost in the storm of August 
1916), my mother, Hilja, remarried, about 
eight years later, to W.R. DeForrest. He was 
an artist, an inventor and an interior 
decorator originally from Ohio. Mama took 
in roomers and boarders to make a living. 
She was also a seamstress. DeForrest had 
a room in our home and, after about a year, 
he and mama were married in the Lutheran 
Church in New Orleans. My brother, then 
eight years old, and I went on their honey- 
moon with them. We had a suite of rooms 
in the Monteleon Hotel and we thought that 
was grand. It was my job to see that brother 
was dressed and ready to go out for meals, 
but I couldn’t keep him out of the bath tub. 
It had so many shiny knobs and faucets. 

Everything was lovely for a while. 
DeForrest was an eccentric artist, stern and 
ruled us with an iron hand. They had five 
children over the years: Hilja, the first baby 
was named after mama; Helen; Billy; Jack; 
and Peggy. 

Times got hard. It was before and during 
the depression. DeForrest did not have much 
work, but he was working on his invention, 
a perpetual motion machine, so mama went 
to work in a small lunch room across from 
Pascagoula High School. Remember, this 
was before cafeterias were in the schools. She 
could take the small children with her and 

‘the other ones were in school. Boy, she made 
the best hamburgers! It was a great success, 
the lunch room was booming. 

Then, tragedy struck again. Our beautiful 
home, built by my father, J.C. Peterson, 
caught fire one night and burned the whole 
upstairs (including the invention, which was 
ruined) and what the fire didn't ruin, the 
water did. Everyone got out safely though. 
I was fifteen years old at that time, but the 
only thing 1 was upset about was all my 
valentines from years back were burned. 

After the fire, everything seemed to go 
wrong. My step father was disgusted and 
wanted to leave to find work elsewhere. This 
was approximately in 1926. Then in 1933, 
after our home was rebuilt, there was a se- 
cond fire and mama gave up and moved to 
North Pascagoula St. DeForrest did even- 


~ .tually leave, never to return. 


When the Woolen Mill came to Jackson 
County in 1937, mama found work there. 
She was a conscientious worker, stayed for 


years and was named Mother of the Year in .. 


1940. 

She continued to raise her children alone, 
drawing upon her Finnish stamina and her 
religious faith, and lived to see all her 
children happily married. *- 

Sorrowfully, we lost her following surgery 
in 1956, but she will live on in our loving 
memories forever.

Phitlip Perry emigrated to Va, and settled in Isle of Wight Co, where he 
acqulred large land holdings. He was uncle of Micajah Perry, London Mer- 
chant; who died 1721. The will of Phillip Perry was p In fsle of Wight Co 
Va, Oct 9, 1669. at which time he gave his age as 70 years, His will names 
fons: Phillip, & John, “under age” wife Grace. John son of Phillip Perry, 
conveyed a plare called “Whitenvirsh” to Col Joseph Bridger, 1673 (Iste of 
Wight Records). John Perry of “Upper pish of Nansemun Co Vir" for 5000 
tbs of Tob, pd by Col Nathantel Bacon, sold 7a in Lower pish of Iste of 
Wight Co" May 26, 1675. June 7, 1675, Elizaheth Perry acknowledged her 
dower to sd Jand. Phillip Perry had other sans, than Phillip, & John. These 
sons: James, Jacoh. & Joseph, all moved to N.C, James to Chowan, where 
he made a deed to his brother Jobn Perry of Nansemond Co Va, with consent 
of wife Patience, land on “Middle Swamp.” As Middle Swamp is In what is 
now Gates Co, then a part of Chowan, it seems certain that this canveyance 
was in the last named county. Jacoh Perry witnessed this deed. The will of 
Timothy Clare fs,authority for the fact that said Jacoh Perry, m Hepzibath 
dau of satd Clare (step-daughter) and it is thought, but not proven that she 
was a dau of his 2d wife Elizabeth—(malden name unknown), All of the 
chiidren of Timothy Clare are placed without doubt, but Mepribeth, and she 
is not named in the last clause of his will. His children were by the first 
wife Mary Bundy, & the last one Hannah, by Hannah née Larance (widow of 


Israel Snelling). Therefore it seems evldent that Hepzlbeth Perry was not 
his blood child, 


Among emigrants tao Va in ‘Bonaventure’ Jan 1634, are found Thomas 
Perry, age 34, Dorothy Perry age 36, Ben Perry age 4. (Hotten.) 

Benjamin Perry Sr, died Meh 11, 1788. Tlannah Perry, widow of Benjamin, 
died Nov —, 1791. 

Benjamin Perry Jr (s of Benjamin, & Susan) died Jan 19, 1784. The elder 
Benjamin Perry was a brother of Micajah, wealthy commission merchant of 
London. Both Benjamin and Phillip’s descendants migrated to Perq Co, at 
quite an early date, The Tithe, and Tax List in this county show where 
they Hved, and in some cases how murh land they owned. Micajah Lowe 
In his will, 1703, mentions his uncle Mirajah Perry of London, who In his 
will 1721 names “sister Elizabeth Evens,’ dau Sarah Perry, with her two 
sons (net named), The Etizaheth Evens here named may have been, wife 
of Richard Elvens of Perq, who died 1693, naming wife Elizabeth. 


Judith, & Thomas Perry are named in the will of Francis West of Nanse- 
mond Co, Va, 1715. She m Abram If of said County, and they moved to 
N.C. They sold to John Perry of Rertie Co, 100a, 1756, and to Josiah Gran- 
bery land in same Co, which is now situated in Hertford Co. Several of the 
_ children of Philp Perry moved to Perg, ag did also some of his brothers. 


His gr-son Phillip died in Perq 1751, and names tn his will, sons: Jesse, &
